On behalf of San Diego Gas and Electric ("SDG&E"), we respectfully 
submit the following objections and comments with regard to the Presiding Officer's 
participation as mediator at the May 16, 2008 Settlement Conference concerning the 
above-referenced matter. 

As previously stated at the April 25th Third Pre-Hearing Conference, 
SDG&E does not object to Mr. King's role as mediator, and is willing to waive ex parte 
rules for Mr. King with regard to any settlement communications made during the 
Settlement Conference. However, SDG&E hereby objects to the disclosure of any 
confidential settlement communications between Mr. King and SDG&E - including 
SDG&E's confidential settlement memorandum - with the Advisory Team. 

Since the Advisory Team will remain actively involved in advising the 
Regional Board in all adjudicatory proceedings concerning this matter, disclosure of any 
confidential settlement information could substantially prejudice the rights of SDG&E or 
other Designated Parties. Additionally, the potential for any such disclosures to the 
Advisory Team and remaining Regional Board members may undermine the purpose of 
the Settlement Conference by inhibiting open, candid discussions. 
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To resolve this issue, SDG&E respectfully requests that Mr. King, in his 
capacity as mediator, agree at the outset of the Settlement Conference to maintain 
SDG&E's settlement memorandum in confidence, and to refrain from disclosing the 
substance of any confidential settlement communications with SDG&E to either the 
Advisory Team, or any other Designated Party, without first obtaining SDG&E's express 
consent.
